                   3 WHAT TO BRING WITH YOU

Missouri requires voters to show proper ID when voting. Currently, 
the following types of identification are those permissible by law:
  - Identification issued by the state of Missouri, an agency of the 
     state, or a local election authority of the state;
  - Identification issued by the US government or agency thereof;
  - Identification issued by an institution of higher education,  
     including a university, college, vocational and technical 
     school, located within Missouri;
  - A copy of a current utility bill, bank statement, government  
     check, paycheck or other government document that contains 
     the name and address of the voter;
  - Driver’s license or state ID card issued by another state.
